PREFATORY 


The  original  documents  published  in  this  volume  are  a continuation  of  the 
material  published  in  the  reports  of  the  Department  of  Public  Records  and 
Archives  during  recent  years.  This  year  the  volume  contains  the  records  of 
land  grants  from  1st  July,  1797,  to  13th  July,  1798.  These  records  cover  pages 
100  to  334  of  Land  Book  “C”  and  the  first  195  pages  of  Land  Book  “D.”  It 
should  be  noted  that  an  appendix  in  Land  Book  “C”  contains  grants  made  from 
29th  June,  1796,  to  4th  July,  1796.  For  the  sake  of  convenience,  because  these 
records  precede  those  of  Land  Book  “C,”  they  have  been  placed  at  the  front 
of  this  volume.  It  is  expected  that  the  next  volume  published  by  the  Department 
will  bring  these  very  interesting  records  of  the  early  settlement  of  Upper  Canada 
to  1800,  which  will  complete  the  series. 

The  Department  notes  with  pleasure  an  increasing  interest  in  the  history 
of  this  Province  as  is  shown  in  the  publications,  exhibitions  and  activities  of 
the  provincial  and  local  historical  societies  and  in  requests  for  information  from 
the  Archives.  In  addition  to  the  publications  of  societies,  several  histories  of 
counties  have  appeared  or  are  being  prepared  for  publication. 

The  Women’s  Institutes  have  been  commendably  active  and  the 
accumulation  of  material  under  their  hand  is  becoming  formidable  and  will 
become  a treasure  house  for  future  reference.  It  is  understood  that  material 
of  an  historical  character  is  being  put  in  proper  form  for  the  press.  Opportunity 
is  taken  at  this  time  to  acknowledge  many  obligations  to  which  this  Department 
is  under  to  the  Institutes. 

The  Department  finds  the  Institutes  a valuable  ally  in  disseminating  an 
interest  throughout  the  Province  in  family  letters  and  papers  of  various  kinds, 
many  of  which  would  be  thoughtlessly  destroyed.  In  this  respect  the  Institutes 
are  accomplishing  work  of  inestimable  value.

June  29th,  1796. 

Committee  of  Council  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  at  the  garrison  at  York. 

Present:  Hon.  Peter  Russell,  chairman;  Hon.  AEneas  Shaw,  Hon.  John 
McGill,  Hon.  D.  W.  Smith,  members. 

The  committee  met  according  to  adjournment  and  proceeded  upon  reading 
the  paragraphs  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland’s  letter  to  Your  Excellency 
submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  committee  on  the  27th  inst.  “wherein  His 
Grace  informs  Your  Excellency  that  it  has  been  represented  to  him,  that  His 
Majesty’s  bounty  in  making  grants  will  be  abundantly  liberal  after  charging  the 
grantees  with  the  expences  of  surveying  and  setting  out  their  lands,  as  well  as 
with  the  amount  of  the  fees  for  making  the  grants”  together  with  His  Grace’s 
subsequent  observations  and  suggestions  thereon. 

The  committee  then  had  reference  to  the  34th  article  of  His  Majesty’s 
Instructions  to  Your  Excellency,  viz : “And  as  a further  encouragement  to  our 
subjects  who  shall  become  settlers  as  aforesaid  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure  that  the 
said  townships  and  the  respective  allottments  within  the  same,  together  with  the 
lands  to  be  reserved  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  run  and  laid  out  by  our  Surveyor 
General  of  lands  for  the  said  province  or  some  skilful  person  authorized  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  that  surveys  together  with  the  warrant  and  grants  for  the 
respective  allotments  shall  be  made  out  for  and  delivered  to  the  several  grantees 
free  of  any  expence  or  fee  whatsoever,  other  than  such  as  may  be  payable  to 
the  different  officers  according  to  the  table  of  fees  to  be  established  upon  grants 
of  lands  made  in  the  said  province:  and  a proclamation  having  been  issued  by 
Your  Excellency  agreeable  to  this  Instruction  on  the  7th  of  February,  1792, 
announcing  to  the  settlers  in  this  province,  “That  they  were  to  take  the  estates 
granted  to  them  severally  free  of  quit  rent  and  of  any  other  expence,  than  such 
fees  as  are  or  may  be  allowed  to  be  demanded  and  received  by  the  different 
officers  concerned  in  passing  the  patents  and  recording  the  same,  to  be  stated 
in  a table  authorized  and  established  by  the  government.” 

The  committee  might  not  have  judged  themselves  at  liberty  to  deviate  from 
the  principles  of  what  is  therein  promised,  had  not  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland 
suggested  the  propriety  of  also  charging  to  the  patentees  the  expence  of 
surveying  the  lots  granted  to  them.  Being  therefore  anxious  to  promote  every 
plan  which  may  have  a tendency  to  lessen  the  national  expence  and  relieve  the 
public  from  the  charges  of  settling  the  province,  they  most  readily  adopt  His 
Grace’s  ideas,  and  beg  leave  in  consequence  to  recommend  to  Your  Excellency, 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  province  be  directed  to  add  to  the  fees  to  be  taken  on 
all  grants  which  may  be  issued  upon  petitions  lodged  in  the  Council  office, 
subsequent  to  the  first  of  July,  in  the  present  year  a charge  towards  the  expence 
of  surveys  at  the  rate  of  26/8^2  upon  every  200  acres  granted  and  20/0  upon 
those  of  a lesser  quantity  to  be  paid  by  him  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  in  every 
year  into  the  hands  of  the  Acting  Surveyor  General  for  his  special  purpose:  which 
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will,  it  is  supposed,  agreeable  to  the  opinion  of  the  Acting  Surveyor  General 
upon  an  average  indemnify  Government  for  the  expence  of  laying  off  the  reserves 
and  surveying  the  side  and  concession  lines  of  each  township  and  marking  the 
lots  thereon,  they  having  been  the  only  lines  which  have  been  usually  hitherto 
run  at  the  expence  thereof.  All  those  however  to  whom  the  public  faith  has 
been  pledged  either  by  order  from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Quebec,  or  by  proclamation  issued  in  either  province  to  have  their 
lands  free  of  expence,  are  of  course  to  be  exempted  from  this  charge  as  well  as 
every  other,  and  should  Your  Excellency  approve  of  this  regulation,  the 
committee  recommends,  that  immediate  notice  be  given  to  the  public  of  its 
having  taken  place,  by  a proclamation  rescinding  in  this  particular  the  promise 
made  by  the  forementioned  one  of  Your  Excellency’s  on  the  7th  of  February, 
1792,  and  which  at  present  must  be  considered  as  binding  on  Government. 

His  Grace  having  likewise  desired  Your  Excellency  to  consider  whether  this 
additional  charge  may  not  be  extended  beyond  a mere  indemnification  to 
Government,  by  reserving  such  further  sum  as  shall  be  judged  reasonable  in 
every  grant  of  1000  acres,  to  be  laid  out  in  defraying  the  public  expence  of  the 
province  in  such  manner  as  His  Majesty  may  from  time  to  time  be  pleased 
to  direct. 

The  committee  have  taken  this  matter  into  their  serious  consideration, 
and  beg  leave  with  all  deference  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  whether  it  may 
not  be  equally  conducive  to  the  purposes  of  national  economy  and  probably  less 
offensive  to  the  loyalists  who  are  the  original  founders  of  the  colony,  to  permit 
from  time  to  time  the  sale  of  certain  portions  of  the  waste  lands  of  the  Crown  for 
the  purposes  of  establishing  funds  for  erecting  churches,  gaols,  court  houses, 
seminaries  of  learning,  bridges  and  other  beneficial  uses,  than  to  grant  1200 
acres  individually  to  each  person  as  proposed  in  Lower  Canada,  and  as  there 
still  remains  unaccommodated  a great  many  land  board  certificates  and  orders 
of  Council  of  two  or  three  years  standing,  which  from  their  priority  of  date  claim 
of  course  a preference  to  at  least  recommendations  of  a subsequent  one.  The 
committee  are  induced  to  suggest  to  Your  Excellency  the  expediency  of  suspend- 
ing the  power  granted  under  a former  resolution  of  Council  to  magistrates  of 
recommending  to  farm  lots,  that  the  offices  may  be  able  to  get  a little  forward 
in  their  business,  and  confining  for  the  present  the  disposal  of  the  vacant  lands 
to  Your  Excellency  in  Council,  especially  as  the  addition  lately  made  to  its 
members  will  probably  render  its  sittings  more  frequent  and  occasion  greater 
dispatch  with  respect  to  the  granting  of  lands  than  was  before  possible. 

The  clerk  having  laid  before  the  committee  a letter  to  Your  Excellency  from 
the  Acting  Surveyor  General  with  a copy  of  two  assignments  from  Mr.  A.  Jones, 
Deputy  Surveyor  of  the  district  of  Nassau,  together  with  a plan  of  Burton-Barton 
— and  informed  them  it  was  Your  Excellency’s  pleasure  they  should  state  their 
opinion  what  lots  were  conveyed  to  Robert  Lottridge  by  certificate  from  the 
land  board  of  Nassau  dated  the  5th  of  March,  1792. 

The  committee  observed  that  the  assignment  specified  lots  18  and  19  in 
the  first  concession  being  20  chains  by  50  and  containing  100  acres  each,  as  the 
lots  assigned  to  Robert  Lottridge.  But  upon  examining  the  map  they  found  that 
the  lots  18  and  19  in  the  first  concession  were  only  broken  fronts  to  the  second 
concession  containing  not  more  than  about  40  acres  together  and  that  Lottridge’s 
name  was  entered  on  those  lots,  in  the  second  concession  only.  They  are 
therefore  of  opinion  that  under  the  certificate  of  the  land  board  referred  to 
Lottridge  can  have  no  claim  to  lot  18  in  the  2nd  concession  as  not  being  specified 
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therein — and  that  the  same  numbers  in  the  first  concession  cannot  be  the  lots 
intended  in  the  assignment  as  scarcely  containing  one-fifth  part  of  the  quantity 
specified. 

The  committee  therefore  referred  to  the  Deputy  Surveyor  Mr.  Augustus 
Jones  for  an  explanation  of  his  instructions  in  these  assignments,  but  as  it  had 
been  customary  for  the  land  board  of  Nassau  to  fill  up  the  assignments  them- 
selves and  require  him  to  put  his  name  thereto  he  could  not  answer  the  question 
with  precision,  but  declared  to  the  best  of  his  recollections  that  the  land  board 
considered  the  concessions  marked  5 in  the  plan  before  the  board  lot  2 as  the  first 
concession  and  that  Lottridge’s  lots  were  in  that  concession  and  not  in  the  broken 
fronts  therein  marked  as  the  first  concession.  (Signed)  P.  Russell,  Chairman. 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  came  into  Council  and  the  above 
report  was  regularly  approved,  it  was  then  ordered.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Council 
do  write  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  different  districts  and  the  Surveyor 
General  informing  them  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Council  having  found 
it  expedient  to  suspend  the  power  given  to  magistrates  by  the  resolution  of  the 
6th  of  November,  1794 — of  recommending  for  the  grant  of  farm  lots  of  two 
hundred  acres. 

Adjourned. 


June  30th,  1796. 

The  committee  met  from  the  adjournment  of  yesterday.  The  Hon.  Peter 
Russell  in  the  chair. 

Present:  Hon.  AEneas  Shaw,  Hon.  John  McGill,  Hon.  D.  W.  Smith. 

Read  the  petition  of  Daniel  Cozens,  captain  in  the  late  2nd  battalion  of 
New  Jersey  Volunteers.  Stating  that  the  petitioner  is  disposed  to  cultivate  and 
improve  lands  in  this  province.  Prays  for  such  lands,  as  his  rank  intitles  him  to. 
Recommended  to  grant  the  petitioner  3000  acres  as  a reduced  captain,  on  con- 
dition of  his  actually  settling  in  this  province,  to  which  purpose  that  quantity 
to  be  appropriated  for  him  and  reserved  for  eighteen  months.  If  not  claimed  by 
his  personal  application  and  residence  within  that  time,  to  be  then  deemed  open 
for  other  applicants. 

Read  the  petition  of  Abraham  Lawson,  his  son  20  years  of  age,  and  Isaac 
Johnson,  his  son-in-law.  The  petitioner  Abraham  Lawson  prays  for  lot  13  on 
the  north  side  the  Carrying  Place,  Bay  of  Quinte;  Isaac  Johnson  for  lot  11, 
and  for  Abraham  Lawson,  son,  lot  12  on  the  south  side  ditto.  Annexed  to  the 
petition  is  a magistrate’s  recommendation  of  Abraham  Lawson  and  Isaac 
Johnson.  This  recommendation  will  entitle  the  petitioner  to  200  acres  each 
whenever  the  Deputy  Surveyor  General  shall  be  authorised  to  give  it  to  them. 

Read  the  petition  of  Terence  Smith,  joint  heir  with  his  brother  to  the  late 
Dr.  Smith.  Petitioner  prays  for  a grant  of  Grenadier  island  supposed  to  contain 
1600  acres  as  part  of  the  land  his  late  father  was  entitled  to.  Inadmissible. 

Read  the  petition  of  Terence  Smith  in  behalf  of  Tryphena  Cameron.  Stating 
that  her  late  husband  William  Cameron  early  in  the  spring  1776  evinced  his 
loyalty  by  joining  the  King’s  standard  at  St.  Johns,  and  in  the  year  1777  acted 
as  pilot  to  His  Excellency  General  Burgoine’s  army  till  after  the  death  of  General 
Fraser  when  he  was  ordered  back  to  Canada  with  the  general’s  baggage.  She 
has  four  small  children  and  prays  for  land.  The  petitioner  not  residing  in  the 
province  no  notice  can  be  taken  of  the  petition.  Read  the  petition  of  Terence 
Smith.  Stating  that  his  late  father  was  in  different  employments  and  received 
the  pay  as  captain,  prays  for  1000  acres  more.  Recommended  to  complete  the 
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donation  of  2000  acres  to  Doctor  Smith’s  heirs  they  having  already  received  1400 
acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  Mary  Clark.  Stating  that  the  petitioner  is  the  daughter 
of  James  Clark,  barrack  master  at  Niagara  and  dependancies,  well  known  to  be 
a very  old  and  faithful  servant  of  His  Majesty’s,  and  being  in  a situation  to 
improve  and  cultivate  some  land  prays  His  Excellency  for  1200  acres. 
Recommended  for  800  acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  James  Clark,  Senior,  barrack  master  at  Niagara  and 
dependancies.  The  petitioner  in  behalf  of  the  younger  branch  of  his  family 
consisting  of  three  sons  and  one  daughter  natural  subjects  of  Great  Britain,  all 
born  in  the  province  and  having  no  other  prospect  but  to  remain  in  the  province 
under  your  petitioner’s  protection,  who  has  been  forty-three  years  a faithful 
servant  to  Government,  humbly  solicits  His  Excellency  for  an  individual  grant 
of  the  unlocated  lands  of  this  province  to  each  of  them,  Sarah  Clark,  William 
Clark,  John  Clark  and  George  Clark.  Recommended  to  appropriate  200  acres 
to  each  of  the  four  children  mentioned  in  this  petition. 

Read  the  petition  of  Thomas  Cooper,  carpenter.  Stating  that  he  has  been 
14  years  in  the  province  and  to  have  received  200  acres  of  land  prays  for  a lot 
in  the  town  of  Newark.  Recommended  for  a town  lot  in  Newark. 

Read  the  petition  of  Samuel  Shepherd,  late  of  the  King’s  Light  American 
Dragoons,  praying  for  300  acres  of  land.  Inadmissible,  the  petitioner  having 
left  the  province. 

Read  the  petition  of  Archibald  Stewart.  Petitioner  has  been  8 years  in 
the  province  and  never  received  any  land,  and  praying  for  a grant  at  the  settlement 
at  Long  Point.  Recommended  for  200  acres  without  specifying  the  place  where. 

Read  the  petition  of  Jacob  Glover.  Stating  that  he  served  during  the  late 
war,  part  of  the  time  as  serjeant  under  the  command  of  Lord  Rawdon,  and  has 
been  in  the  province  nine  years  and  received  only  100  acres  of  land.  Prays  for  a 
further  grant.  Recommended  to  receive  400  acres  in  addition  to  the  100  acres 
he  acknowledges  to  have  received  whenever  he  can  lodge  in  the  Council  office 
a proper  certificate  of  his  having  been  a serjeant  in  Lord  Rawdon’s  corps. 

Read  the  petition  of  Prideaux  Selby.  Stating  that  he  obtained  an  order  of 
Council  for  lot  20  1st  township  north  side  of  the  river  Thames.  Petitioner 
understood  the  said  lot  contained  200  acres  or  thereabouts,  but  by  the  survey  of 
the  Deputy  Surveyor  in  this  district  it  contains  only  111  acres  therefore  humbly 
prays  for  a grant  of  the  2nd  concession  of  the  said  lot  that  it  may  become  an 
object  worthy  improvement.  Surveyor  General  to  make  up  the  quantity. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Stegman,  late  lieutenant  in  the  Hessian  Regiment 
of  Lossberg.  Stating  that  your  petitioner  served  the  American  war  in  the 
aforesaid  regiment  until  the  reduction  took  place  in  the  year  1783,  that  his  zeal 
for  the  service  and  attachment  to  the  British  Government  induced  him  to 
become  a settler  in  this  province,  and  obtained  a grant  from  Lord  Dorchester  of 
900  acres  of  land  and  now  prays  His  Excellency  for  the  same  indulgence  with 
His  Excellency’s  provincial  officers  of  equal  rank  with  himself.  Referred  to  His 
Excellency  and  approved  by  His  Excellency  the  5th  of  July,  1796. 

Read  the  petition  of  James  Givens,  Lieutenant  in  the  Queen’s  Rangers. 
Petitioner  having  served  as  a volunteer  in  a company  of  volunteers  raised  at 
Detroit  under  the  Command  of  Lieutenant  Governor  Hamilton  during  the 
Rebellion  in  America,  was  taken  prisoner  and  suffered  close  confinement  two 
years,  praying  that  his  services  may  be  considered,  and  for  a grant  of  land. 
Recommended  to  complete  the  land  granted  to  him  to  1200  acres. 
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Read  the  petition  of  Joseph  Adrams.  Stating  the  petitioner  to  be  a native 
of  England  and  left  that  kingdom  in  the  service  of  Lieut.  Pilkington  of  the 
Royal  Engineers.  Petitioner  has  continued  with  that  gentleman  until  the 
present  period  which  he  trusts  bespeaks  his  character  and  prays  for  300  acres  of 
land  in  the  back  part  of  the  township  of  Walsingham.  Recommended  to  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  petition. 

Read  the  petition  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Addison  of  Niagara.  Stating  that  he 
formerly  laid  a petition  for  a grant  of  any  vacant  lands  that  might  lie  between 
the  lands  of  Daniel  Servos  and  the  lands  granted  to  one  Cockle  lying  westward 
of  the  four  mile  creek  in  the  township  of  Newark,  and  also  that  he  might  be 
admitted  in  administering  to  the  effects  of  one  John  Snow,  to  have  a small  parcel 
of  lands  lying  eastward  of  the  said  creek  within  the  reserve  being  about  3 acres 
which  were  granted  to  the  said  Snow,  who  since  died  intestate  without  leaving 
any  heirs  in  the  province.  Petitioner  has  a grant  of  only  45  acres,  and  therefore 
humbly  requests  that  with  the  above  which  being  near  his  dwelling  place  are 
valuable  and  desirable  to  him  and  that  he  may  have  an  additional  grant  of  land 
in  what  quantity  and  situation  His  Excellency  shall  think  fit  to  appoint. 
Recommended  to  make  up  the  land  Mr.  Addison  has  received  1200  acres,  there 
being  no  vacant  land  where  prayed  for,  and  it  being  apprehended  Snow  has 
heirs,  nothing  can  be  said  to  that  part  of  the  petition. 

Read  Mr.  Archibald  Thomson’s  petition.  Setting  forth  that  Andrew 
Thomson,  his  wife  and  five  children;  David  Thomson,  wife  and  four  children; 
Ebenezer  Carver  and  wife  are  arrived  from  Britain  and  are  desirous  to  settle 
in  the  province  and  praying  for  a portion  of  land.  Recommended  for  Andrew 
Thomson  self  and  family  400  acres;  David  Thomson  do.  400  acres;  Ebenezer 
Carver  and  wife  200  acres  upon  their  taking  the  required  oaths. 

Read  the  petition  of  Archibald  Thomson.  Petitioner  praying  for  additional 
lands  for  his  wife  and  family.  To  lie  over. 

Read  the  following  petitions: 

Silas  Serjeant.  Petitioner  is  settled  on  lot  10  first  concession  Darlington, 
which  he  has  greatly  improved,  prays  that  the  said  lot  may  be  granted  him. 

James  Burk.  Stating  that  he  has  been  settled  on  lot  16  first  concession 
Darlington,  prays  to  be  confirmed  in  the  said  lot. 

Augustus  Barber.  Stating  that  he  has  been  settled  on  lot  9 in  the  1st 
concession  Darlington,  and  having  improved  the  same  prays  to  be  confirmed 
in  said  lot  with  its  broken  fronts.  Recommended  that  lot  10  to  Silas  Serjeant 
and  that  lot  16  to  James  Burk  and  lot  9,  1st  concession  Darlington  township  to 
Augustus  Barber  with  broken  fronts,  if  not  equal  to  lots,  be  reserved  for  the 
petitioners,  until  they  produce  to  the  Surveyor  General  Mr.  Pierce’s  permission 
to  settle  them,  or  until  the  town  of  Darlington  is  laid  open  in  which  case  the 
petitioners  to  have  a grant  of  the  lots  prayed  for. 

July  4th,  1796. 

Council  Chamber,  York. 

The  Committee  met  from  adjournment  of  Thursday  last. 

Hon.  Peter  Russell,  Chairman;  Hon.  John  McGill,  Hon.  D.  W.  Smith. 

Mr.  Carey  attended  the  committee,  and  is  recommended  for  lot  5 west  side 
of  Yonge  street  on  the  usual  conditions. 

Read  the  petition  of  Samuel  Winterbottom.  Stating  that  he  served  five 
years  and  four  months  in  the  Royal  Artillery,  and  was  discharged  at  his  own 
request.  He  has  since  served  as  a seaman  three  years  on  lake  Ontario,  but  now 
wishing  to  settle  having  a wife  and  four  children  prays  for  a portion  of  land. 
Recommended  for  400  acres. 
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Read  the  petition  of  Mordica  Sayles.  Stating  that  he  had  received  200  acres 
of  land  and  has  a wife  and  eight  children  and  having  a promise  from  His 
Excellency  for  an  additional  1000  acres  prays  for  a grant  of  the  same  and  that 
he  married  the  daughter  of  the  late  Benjamin  Fairchild,  a loyalist.  Recommended 
for  200  acres  in  right  of  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  a loyalist,  and  400  acres  for 
himself. 

Read  the  petition  of  Gideon  Tiffany,  printer  to  the  government.  Praying 
for  a grant  of  land.  Recommended  for  400  acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Hewett,  a loyalist.  Having  obtained  a grant  for 
200  acres  in  the  township  of  York  prays  that  the  same  may  be  confirmed  to 
him  and  for  an  additional  grant  of  400  acres.  Recommended  to  be  confirmed 
with  Thomas  Hewett  in  lot  15,  2nd  concession  east  side  Yonge  street  and  400 
acres  in  addition. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  McGill,  quarter  master  in  the  late  Queen’s  Rangers 
cavalry.  Stating  that  he  had  received  1000  acres  in  part  of  2000  being  the 
amount  of  His  Majesty’s  bounty.  Petitioner  therefore  prays  that  the  remaining 
1000  may  be  granted  in  the  township  of  York,  and  that  lot  25,  2nd  concession  on 
the  line  between  the  Don  and  the  Humber  may  be  a part,  the  other  800  acres 
elsewhere.  Recommended  to  grant  the  prayer  of  this  petition  by  confirming 
the  petitioner  in  lot  25  which  he  now  occupies,  and  assigning  800  acres  more 
where  vacant. 

Read  the  petition  of  Christopher  Danby.  Stating  that  he  came  into  the 
province  in  the  year  1792  with  other  loyalists  and  praying  for  400  acres. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  if  he  has  had  none  granted. 

Read  the  petition  of  William  Graham.  Petitioner  prays  for  lot  76  on  the 
east  side  Yonge  street  adjoining  to  lot  77  which  he  has  already  improved,  and 
as  many  acres  in  the  rear  of  those  lots  as  His  Excellency  may  be  pleased  to  grant 
for  his  services  during  the  American  War,  as  Captain  Lieutenant  in  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Duke  of  Cumberland’s  late  Regiment  of  Foot.  Recommended 
for  3000  acres  of  land  as  a reduced  captain  including  lot  76  on  Yonge  street  on 
condition  he  builds  a mill  there,  and  lot  2,  second  concession  west  side  Yonge 
street. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Carpenter.  Stating  that  he  was  a volunteer  and 
commanded  one  of  the  gun  boats  during  General  Wayne’s  being  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  Miamis,  that  he  has  received  200  acres  and  prays  for  a further 
grant  in  addition  to  the  200  acres  granted  him.  Recommended  for  400  acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  Joshua  Cozens.  Praying  for  a front  town  lot  at  York. 
Recommended  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  upon  the  usual  conditions. 

Read  the  petition  of  Samuel  Cozens,  Joshua  Cozens,  Daniel  Cozens  and 
Benjamin  Cozens.  Stating  that  they  have  received  1200  acres  and  praying  for 
a grant  of  1200  acres  to  each.  Recommended  that  the  lands  already  given  the 
petitioners  may  be  made  up  the  quantity  promised  by  His  Excellency. 

Read  the  petition  of  William  Yearns.  Stating  that  he  was  a private  soldier 
in  the  late  Col.  Butler’s  Regiment,  that  he  never  took  up  any  lands  and  prays 
for  300  acres.  Recommended  for  200  acres,  and  when  he  produces  a certificate 
from  an  officer  of  Col.  Butler’s  Regiment  that  he  never  took  up  any  lands  that 
an  additional  100  acres  be  granted  him. 

Read  the  petition  of  Christopher  Almos  [Christian  Almas].  Stating  that 
the  petitioner  has  been  in  possession  of  lot  19  in  the  8th  concession  8th  township 
since  the  year  1789,  the  late  Mr.  McCleas  had  some  claim  to  said  lot  which  the 
heirs  now  resign.  Impossible  to  decide  on  this  petition  without  seeing  the  parties. 
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Read  the  petition  of  John  Adair.  Stating  that  he  served  as  a non-com- 
missioned officer  last  war  in  Col.  Barton’s  Regiment  and  praying  for  a grant  of 
lands.  Recommended  for  300  acres,  when  he  appears  to  claim  them,  if  no  lands 
have  been  already  granted. 

Read  the  petition  of  General  Benedict  Arnold,  Lieut.  Richard  Arnold, 
Lieut.  Henry  Arnold  and  Ensign  Edward  Arnold.  Stating  they  are  in  the  half- 
pay list  as  reduced  officers,  and  praying  for  a grant  of  a township.  When  these 
officers  appear  and  incline  to  settle  in  this  province,  the  land  they  are  intitled 
to  will  be  granted  them. 

Read  the  petition  of  Ebenezer  Allan.  Stating  that  he  has  made  considerable 
improvements  on  the  lands  granted  him  above  the  Delaware  village  and  by 
mistake  has  built  his  mill  on  lot  4 in  the  front  thereof  which  he  has  since  discovered 
to  be  reserved,  prays  His  Excellency  will  grant  him  said  lot.  Petitioner  has 
purchased  lots  1,  2 and  3 in  front  of  the  4th  township  on  the  north  side  the 
Thames  and  praying  a grant  for  his  three  daughters  in  the  rear  of  the  said  lots. 
The  committee  cannot  recommend  the  prayer  of  this  petition. 

Read  the  petition  of  William  Ashley.  Stating  that  in  the  year  1787  Mr. 
John  Collins  directed  your  petitioner  to  take  possession  of  a lot  on  Collins’s 
creek,  or  near  to  it  which  he  has  greatly  improved  and  understands  said  lot  is 
not  claimed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuart  petitioner  prays  for  200  acres  including  his 
improvements.  Referred  to  the  Deputy  Surveyor  of  the  district  to  hear  the 
parties  and  report  thereon. 

Read  the  petition  of  Samuel  Adams.  Stating  that  he  joined  His  Majesty’s 
forces  in  Montreal  in  the  year  1776,  in  the  spring  1777  he  again  crossed  lake 
under  General  Burgoyne  and  by  his  order  raised  a company  of  Rangers  and 
continued  under  his  direction  until  his  capitulation  at  Saratoga.  Petitioner  paid 
and  clothed  both  them  and  officers  of  the  said  company  without  any  assistance 
from  government  except  forty  guineas  received  from  General  Burgoyne  when  he 
raised  the  company.  Petitioner  had  one  son  a serjeant  and  four  sons  privates 
in  the  said  company,  and  another  son  a serjeant  in  Colonel  Jessup’s  Corps, 
that  he  never  located  any  lands  in  the  Eastern  district  where  he  resides,  prays 
for  land  at  Long  Point,  having  only  located  500  acres  which  the  lieutenant  holds. 
Referred  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  report. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Godfry  Ammon.  Petitioner  served  last  American 
war  in  the  German  troops  called  the  Green  Yagers  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Creuzburg  and  has  been  in  Canada  ever  since,  prays  for  such  quantity 
as  his  services  may  deserve.  Recommended  for  300  acres  as  a soldier. 

Read  the  petition  of  Samuel  Allen.  Stating  from  friendly  expressions  from 
Colonel  Butler  but  more  particularly  from  the  brother  of  your  petitioner  that 
His  Excellency  has  been  pleased  to  say  to  him  that  it  might  be  consistent  pro- 
vided your  petitioner  should  become  an  inhabitant  of  the  province  to  grant  him 
1000  acres  of  land.  Petitioner  prays  the  said  tract  may  be  laid  out  for  him  upon 
the  road  leading  from  the  head  of  Lake  Ontario  to  the  river  Thames  or  elsewhere. 
When  the  petitioner  comes  into  this  province  his  petition  will  be  attended  to. 

Read  the  petition  of  Joseph  Abbott.  Stating  that  he  served  22  years  in  His 
Majesty’s  26th  Regiment  16  years  of  which  he  was  a serjeant  he  has  a wife  and 
three  children  and  prays  for  a grant  on  the  river  Thames.  Recommended  to 
make  up  the  lands  already  granted  500  acres  and  referred  to  the  Surveyor  General 
for  location  in  lots  6 and  7,  2nd  concession  third  township  north  side  the  Thames 
if  occupied. 

Read  the  petition  of  Frederick  Anger,  Junior,  late  a private  in  Butler’s 
Rangers.  Stating  that  he  has  received  350  acres  for  himself  and  wife  but  none 
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for  his  four  children  which  he  had  on  his  settlement  in  the  county  in  the  year 
1783,  prays  for  200  acres  as  family  lands.  Recommended  for  his  family  remainder 
of  lands  upon  producing  the  required  certificate. 

Read  the  petition  of  Charles  Anger,  late  of  Butler’s  Rangers.  Petitioner 
has  only  received  200  acres  and  none  for  his  wife,  prays  for  the  remaining  100 
acres  and  fifty  for  his  wife.  Recommended  for  100  acres  in  addition  and  200 
acres  in  right  of  his  wife  when  he  produces  the  required  certificates. 

Read  the  petition  of  Frederick  Anger,  son  of  Frederick  Anger,  late  of  Butler’s 
Rangers.  Petitioner  has  received  200  acres,  that  he  married  the  daughter  of 
Henry  Windicker  of  the  above-mentioned  corps  of  Rangers,  prays  for  200  acres 
in  behalf  of  his  wife.  The  petitioner’s  wife’s  land  will  be  granted  when  the 
proper  certificate  of  her  being  the  daughter  of  a loyalist  is  lodged  in  the  Council 
office. 

Read  the  petition  of  Thomas  Adams,  a carpenter.  Petitioner  has  been  three 
years  in  the  province  and  has  a family,  and  that  he  has  received  200  acres  and  a 
town  lot  in  Newark  which  he  has  considerably  improved,  and  praying  for  an 
additional  grant  at  Long  Point  settlement.  Not  recommended. 

Read  the  petition  of  Charles  Anderson.  Stating  that  he  came  into  the 
province  in  the  year  1788,  that  he  bought  100  acres  on  the  main  road  leading 
from  Niagara  to  Burlington  bay,  that  he  has  built  a two  story  house  and  other 
valuable  buildings  and  has  fifty  acres  under  culture.  Petitioner  married  the 
daughter  of  an  officer,  W.  Henry  Nellis,  and  that  he  is  a natural  born  subject 
of  Great  Britain  and  prays  for  a grant  of  1000  acres.  Recommended  for  200  acres 
for  himself  and  200  acres  in  right  of  his  wife. 

Read  the  petition  of  Christopher  Brandyman.  Stating  that  he  has  been 
9 years  in  the  province  and  has  never  yet  applied  for  any  land,  prays  for  200 
acres  at  Long  Point.  Recommended  for  200  acres  but  not  at  Long  Point. 

Read  the  petition  of  James  Bennet.  Stating  that  he  came  into  the  province 
1791  and  married  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Carly,  a loyalist,  who  died  of  his 
wounds  in  the  hospital  in  Charles  town,  prays  for  200  acres  in  right  of  his  wife 
and  200  acres  for  himself.  Recommended  to  be  granted  if  no  lands  have  been 
granted  before,  and  he  produces  to  the  office  the  requisite  certificate. 

Read  the  petition  of  Robert  Bessie,  who  served  in  Colonel  Fanning’s  Regi- 
ment and  afterwards  in  Col.  Butler’s  Rangers,  that  he  has  a wife  and  three 
children,  that  he  has  greatly  improved  200  acres  which  he  has  received,  and 
praying  for  100  acres  due  and  family  lands.  Recommended  for  100  acres  in 
addition,  and  family  lands  if  intitled  to  them. 

Read  the  petition  of  Abraham  and  Jacob  Bowman.  Served  during  the  late 
American  war  till  the  peace.  Petitioners  are  desirous  of  building  in  the  town 
of  Newark,  and  prays  for  a grant  of  a lot  each.  Recommended  for  town  lots 
if  none  have  been  granted. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Brown.  Petitioner  came  into  the  province  near 
seven  years  since  with  a wife,  three  sons  and  three  daughters,  that  he  served  His 
Majesty  in  the  62nd  and  60th  Regiments,  prays  for  650  acres  for  himself  and 
family  lands.  Recommended  for  300  acres  for  himself  and  family  lands  if  intitled 
to  them. 

Read  the  petition  of  Henry  Buchner,  senior.  Petitioner  is  from  Sussex 
county,  New  Jersey,  where  he  and  his  family  suffered  much  for  harbouring  and 
assisting  loyalists.  Petitioner  in  the  year  1786  brought  his  children  into  the 
province,  the  annexed  certificate  proves  his  loyalty  and  prays  that  an  allowance 
of  land  may  be  granted  him.  Recommended  for  his  own  and  family  lands,  if 
none  have  been  granted  before. 
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Read  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  Bell.  Petitioner  came  into  the  province 
in  the  year  1783,  has  one  child  and  recommended  by  B.  Pawling,  Esq.  Recom- 
mended for  200  acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Bessey.  Stating  that  he  is  the  son  of  Robert 
Bessey  who  served  in  Colonel  Butler’s  Rangers,  that  he  has  a wife  and  two 
children  and  praying  for  lands.  Recommended  for  200  acres. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Bryant.  Petitioner  is  the  eldest  of  two  sons  left 
by  the  late  Patrick  Bryant  deceased  who  served  His  Majesty  diligently  and 
faithfully  for  20  years  on  lake  Ontario  in  different  capacities  but  chiefly  and 
latterly  as  master  which  the  annexed  certificate  will  certify  that  his  father  had 
never  taken  up  any  lands  and  praying  for  a grant.  Recommended  for  400 
acres  (in  consequence  of  his  father’s  services). 

Read  the  petition  of  Edward  Brady.  Stating  that  he  has  been  settled  7 
years  in  the  township  of  Newark  with  a wife  and  four  children.  Petitioner  has 
received  200  acres  himself  and  50  for  his  wife  which  he  has  considerably  improved. 
Petitioner  purchased  lot  9 in  the  4th  concession  township  no.  3 from  Mr.  Thomas 
Butler  for  which  he  gave  twelve  pounds  and  has  resided  on  it  upwards  of  3 years. 
As  security  from  Mr.  Butler,  petitioner  received  a land  board  certificate  but 
found  at  the  Surveyor  General’s  office  the  name  of  Thomas  Butler  inserted  on 
said  lot  but  apparently  never  assigned.  Petitioner  prays  the  Surveyor  General 
be  directed  to  assign  him  the  same.  Referred  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  hear 
the  parties  and  report. 

Read  the  petition  of  John  Bayne,  late  store  keeper  in  fort  St.  Philip  in  the 
island  of  Minorca.  When  Mr.  Bayne  appears  the  clerk  of  the  Council  is  desired 
to  inform  him  he  will  be  heard  at  the  first  Council. 

Read  the  petition  of  Philip  Burlinger.  Stating  that  he  came  into  the 
province  in  the  year  1788  with  a wife  and  8 children,  that  he  is  a loyalist  for 
having  refused  during  the  war  to  take  the  oath  to  the  States,  that  he  lost  the 
greatest  part  of  his  property  which  was  very  considerable,  that  he  has  never 
received  any  land  and  praying  for  a grant.  Recommended  for  200  acres  and 
family  lands  if  intitled  to  them. 

Read  the  petition  of  James  and  Francis  Baby,  Esquires.  For  themselves 
and  in  behalf  of  their  brothers,  John,  Baptiste,  Daniel  Dupron  and  Lewis  Baby. 
Petitioners  are  natives  and  inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada  wherein  they  wish  to 
remain,  that  they  have  not  yet  received  any  land  of  the  Crown,  which  they 
hope  His  Excellency  will  think  them  worthy  of  partaking  as  well  as  their  young 
brothers  for  whom  they  now  beg  leave  to  apply.  Wherefore  your  petitioners 
respectfully  pray  that  a quantity  not  under  3000  acres  be  granted  to  James 
Baby,  1200  acres  to  Francis  and  each  of  the  other  brothers  mentioned  in  the 
petition.  Recommended  that  3000  acres  be  granted  the  Hon.  James  Baby  being 
an  Executive  Councillor  and  1200  acres  to  each  of  the  other  brothers. 

Read  the  petition  of  Lieut.  Thomas  Butler.  Stating  that  he  has  been  long 
since  in  possession  of  a land  board  certificate  for  lots  9 and  10  in  the  8th  concession 
township  of  Louth  at  which  he  has  been  at  considerable  expence  in  erecting  mills 
but  upon  his  application  at  the  Surveyor  General’s  office  found  the  names 
of  Philip  Frey  and  Co.  inserted  in  the  plan  of  said  lots,  prays  that  the  Surveyor 
General  may  be  authorised  to  insert  his  name  in  the  place  of  Frey  and  Co. 
Referred  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  report  on  the  merits. 

Approved  in  Council  the  5th  of  July  by  His  Excellency  and  signed . J.  G.  S. 

Report  of  persons  recommended  by  Paul  Averill  with  the  lots  wished  for  by 
them,  and  other  circumstances  relative  to  the  township  of  Townsend.

By  the  instrument  between  Andrew  Pierce  and  Paul  Averill  upon  which 
your  Honour  permitted  the  latter  to  recommend  settlers  in  Townsend,  Mr. 
Pierce  engages  to  give  Paul  Averill  eight  hundred  acres  of  land  on  certain 
conditions  in  case  he  put  on  six  actual  settlers  in  the  township. 

In  the  anticipation  of  obtaining  which  Paul  Averill  in  his  original  memo- 
randum sets  his  name  opposite  to  the  numbers  in  the  margin  hereof  viz. 

Lot  7,  Concession  7 & 8 

“ 6,  “ 7 & 8 

“ 9,  “ 8 

being  5 lots — or  1000  acres  reckoning  200  acres  granted  to  him  by  order  of 
Council  the  12th  August,  1796,  in  addition  to  the  above  800  acres. 

This  last  lot  it  is  reported  was  taken  up  by  one  of  the  Omsteds  under  Mr. 
Pierce’s  authority  and  sold  to  John  Muckle  with  Omsted’s  improvements  for 
valuable  consideration. 

In  the  same  memorandum  were  the  following  names  as  if  actual  settlers  in 
Townsend  but  your  Honour’s  directions  being  read  to  Mr.  Averill  and  he 
professing  not  to  know  whether  they  had  received  lands  before  or  not  and 
expressing  a desire  to  do  what  was  proper  I searched  the  office  and  finding  there 
was  reason  to  believe  they  had  other  locations  they  were  not  accepted  by  me,  viz.

Having  communicated  with  Mr.  Aitkin  respecting  the  error  of  survey  in 
Richmond  he  informs  me,  that  in  his  opinion,  the  only  way  to  rectify  that  town- 
ship, and  to  examine  the  front  lines,  noting  the  improvements,  which  are  but  few, 
and  after  delineating  the  state  of  it  upon  paper,  it  would  then  be  seen  whether 
it  could  be  altered  without  materially  injuring  such  settlers  as  may  have  sat 
down  upon  those  lots,  and  if  it  could,  the  alteration  might  then  be  done  without 
incurring  any  very  great  expense  to  Government  and  that  at  any  rate  it  will 
certainly  be  necessary  that  something  be  done  before  the  deeds  are  issued.  All 
which  is  submitted  to  your  Honour’s  wisdom  by,  &c.

But  the  president  presumes  he  has  no  right  to  deprive  them  of  their 
share  of  the  rewards  bestowed  on  their  father  for  his  services  by  their  giving 
those  rewards  to  others  and  putting  it  out  of  their  power  to  benefit  by  them 
should  they  ever  return  to  their  allegiance.  If  the  lands  of  the  deceased  are 
distributed  according  to  the  established  rules  of  the  council,  the  children  inhabit- 
ing the  province  will  enjoy  them  of  course.

Stating  that  his  father  has  drawn  400  acres  of  land  in  the 
township  of  Loughborough  which  are  unfit  for  cultivation,  and  a deed  having 
issued  for  the  same,  praying  it  may  be  cancelled,  and  that  he  may  be  allowed 
to  draw  the  lands  in  some  other  part  of  the  province.  Recommended  but  on 
condition  that  the  petitioner  pay  the  expence  of  both  patents. 

George  Okill  Stuart.  Praying  for  1200  acres  of  land.  The  petitioner 
being  the  son  of  the  only  ecclesiastical  dignitary  and  the  board  having  a 
confidence  that  he  really  intends  to  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  recommended  for 
1200  acres  inclusive. 

Recommended  for 
3000  acres  inclusive  as  a captain. 

Stating  that  he  drew  lot  14  in  the  3rd  concession  of 
Kingston  jointly  with  William  Wells,  who  being  a sea  faring  man  left  the  province 
in  the  year  1784,  and  died  at  the  bay  des  Chaleurs  as  he  has  been  informed  by  a 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Robertson,  at  whose  house  he  died,  and  has  left  no  other  claim 
on  his  part  of  the  lot,  except  a claim  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Robertson  for  her  care 
and  attendance  on  him  when  ill,  and  praying  that  the  said  100  acres  may  be 
assigned  to  his  children  Margaret  and  John  Brewer,  as  it  adjoins  the  lot  ceded 
to  the  petitioner  on  which  he  has  made  all  his  improvements.  Recommended, 
but  no  warrant  to  issue  until  an  affidavit  is  produced  of  the  death  of  William 
Wells,  and  a certificate  from  Mrs.  Robertson  that  her  claims  on  the  lot  are 
satisfied.

Read  a letter  from  Mr.  Farrand,  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
in  the  Eastern  district,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Council,  dated  Cornwall, 
26th  October,  1797. 


Sir, — 

I take  the  liberty  of  writing  you  a few  lines  by  Mr.  Gray  upon  the  subject 
of  the  deeds.  Among  the  few'  deeds  which  have  come  to  my  office  from  the 
secretary  of  the  province,  I find  some  for  certificates  granted  to  persons  who 
long  since  either  sold  or  exchanged  the  same  and  others  for  persons  who  have 
been  dead  before  the  certificates  were  surrendered.  In  the  first  case  it  may 
happen,  that  the  purchaser  of  the  certificate  will  not  be  able  to  procure  a legal 
conveyance,  and  at  the  same  time  by  the  issuing  of  the  deed,  be  prevented  from 
taking  advantage  of  the  late  Act  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  other  case  it  may 
be  proper  to  deliver  the  deed  to  the  heir  but  in  this  I shall  be  happy  to  be  guided 
by  your  opinion  as  to  what  proof  of  the  persons  being  the  heir  will  be  necessary 
to  authorise  me  to  issue  the  deed  to  him. 

Mr.  Gray  has  informed  me  that  he  put  into  your  hands  a book,  which 
altho’  I at  first  intended  for  my  private  satisfaction,  I find  now  be  disposed  of 
to  the  public  advantage.  And  it  may  therefore  not  be  amiss  to  explain  the  plan 
of  it  to  you.  The  book  is  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  and  the  persons  from 
whom  the  certificates  were  received  into  my  office  are  numbered  under  their 
proper  letter,  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  and  their  names  reserved.  All  the  certificates  below 
any  number  and  immediately  between  it  and  the  next  number  are  either  purchases 
or  transfers  by  some  means  or  other,  unless  the  persons  name  last  numbered  be 
in  the  certificate,  which  is  often  the  case,  for  the  certificate  frequently  contains 
two  or  more  names,  and  as  only  one  person  can  be  in  the  possession  of  the 
certificate,  both  or  all  are  entered  for  the  same  lot,  but  only  one  is  numbered. 
In  some  of  these  cases  the  holder  of  the  certificate  hath  purchased  from  his 
associate  or  associates,  of  which  in  a few  instances  there  are  remarks  in  the  book, 
but  I am  afraid  not  of  the  whole  Had  I had  an  idea  that  this  book  would  ever 
have  been  called  into  public  view  I should  have  been  more  particular  with 
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respect  to  the  transfers,  or  had  the  idea  suggested  itself  to  me,  that  the  book 
would  have  "been  any  way  serviceable  or  useful  to  you  in  making  out  the  deeds, 
I would,  with  the  greatest  pleasure  have  made  and  forwarded  a copy  to  your 
office;  and  will  yet  if  you  think  it  necessary.  It  may  be  proper  also  to  remark 
that  several  certificates  for  which  no  deeds  have  as  yet  issued,  have  been  trans- 
ferred since  they  were  sent  up  and  it  is  probable  that  others  may  yet  be  transferred. 
This  appears  to  me  to  be  the  only  objection  against  issuing  the  deeds  according 
to  the  plan  of  the  book,  that  is  to  such  original  nominees  as  are  numbered,  but 
this  objection  undoubtedly  arises  from  their  own  fault.  I have  the  honour  to  be

by  the  commissioners  as  sufficient  evidence  of  those  certificates  having  been 
lodged  in  the  Attorney  General’s  Office  and  the  claims  thereon  proceeded  upon 
as  the  Act  directs.

I avail  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  of  informing  your  Honour,  that 
the  five  Indian  grants  which  have  been  recently  transmitted  to  this  office  from 
York  vary  so  materially  from  the  patents  heretofore  made  out  for  lands  that 
I find  it  wholly  impracticable  to  have  them  registered  in  either  blank  book  of 
registry  now  in  the  register’s  office.  Consequently  cannot  be  issued  to  the 
several  patentees.  I shall  wait  your  Honour’s  instructions  relative  to  the  further 
disposal  of  the  grants  and  shall  hope  to  receive  them  by  the  first  conveyance.

Certificate  of  a U.E.  Loyalist  is  wanting. 

Thomas  Butcher.  Praying  for  lands  as  a military  claimant.  The  petitioner 
having  lived  for  some  time  out  of  the  province  must  shew  a steady  inclination 
permanently  to  settle  therein,  before  his  claim  can  be  attended  to  for  lands  as  a 
soldier  reduced  in  1783,  4. 

Josiah  Beal.  Praying  for  a grant  of  lands  as  a settler.  Petitioner  must 
appear  if  he  means  to  further  his  application  for  land. 
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Benjamin  Badcock.  Praying  for  military  lands.  Recommended  for  300 
acres  of  military  lands,  if  none  granted  before. 

John  Burn.  Praying  for  lands  as  a settler  in  the  township  of  Hope.

Praying  for  the  3rd  concession  lot  in  the  rear 
of  a purchase  which  he  has  made  of  one  Joseph  Beaubien,  containing  three  acres 
in  front  and  eight  in  depth,  bounded  on  one  side  by  Alexis  Maisonville,  Esquire, 
and  on  the  other  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Joncaire  De  Chabert,  Esquire,  of  the 
township  of  Sandwich.

Edward  McMichael.  Praying  that  the  marsh  or  meadow  in  front  of  lot 
number  14  in  the  first  concession  of  the  township  of  Walsingham  may  be  granted 
him,  as  it  joins  his  improvements.  Referred  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  report 
upon  whether  the  public  will  sustain  any  injury  by  granting  the  prayer  of  the 
petition.

Present:  His  Honour  the  President,  Hon.  AEneas  Shaw,  Hon.  John  McGill, 
Hon.  David  William  Smith. 

Read  a letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  province  to  the  Attorney  General 
dated  the  20th  February  last,  stating  that,  “William  Caldwell  had  entered  a 
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caveat  in  his  office  against  the  making  out  any  grant  or  patent  for  any  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  in  the  township  of  Malden  in  the  Western  district,  until 
his  military  claim  for  3000  acres  shall  be  satisfied.” 

Reference  being  had  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  on  the  8th  January* 
1793,  ordering  the  township  of  Malden  to  be  appropriated  to  Colonel  Alexander 
McKee,  Captains  Elliott  and  Caldwell,  and  the  persons  settled  and  having  m de 
improvements  therein  under  the  authority  of  Governor  Hay  and  leaving  it  to 
the  option  of  the  Indian  officers  to  complete  their  quotas  of  land  in  the  said 
township,  but  ordering  that  the  said  township  of  Malden  shall  be  in  all  other 
respects  subject  to  such  general  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  hereafter  framed 
for  the  government  of  townships. 

The  board  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  Captain  Caldwell  can  have  no 
other  power  over  the  township  of  Malden  than  as  a joint  trustee  with  Messrs. 
McKee,  Elliot  and  the  nominees  of  the  late  Governor  Hay.  But  this  trust 
having  been  withdrawn,  together  with  all  former  appropriations  by  a subsequent 
order  of  Council  in  July  last  and  Mr.  Caldwell’s  power  as  a joint  appropriee  or 
trustee  ceased  from  that  period,  it  appears  to  the  board  that  the  general  caveat 
now  entered  by  that  gentleman  is  nugatory  and  of  no  force.  The  Attorney 
General  is  consequently  hereby  directed  to  proceed  with  respect  to  the  township 
of  Malden  as  before,  without  attending  to  such  a general  caveat  which  may 
with  equal  propriety  be  laid  upon  the  same  grounds  against  the  granting  of 
lands  in  any  other  part  of  the  province. 

With  respect  to  Mr.  Caldwell’s  military  claims  for  3,000  acres  as  a reduced 
captain  in  Butler’s  Rangers,  if  Mr.  Caldwell  is  desirous  of  compleating  the  said 
claim  in  the  township  of  Malden,  he  had  better  apply  very  soon  at  the  Surveyor 
General’s  office  to  have  his  locations  entered,  as  the  filling  up  that  township 
ought  not  to  be  any  longer  delayed. 

Read  the  following  petitions: 

Inhabitants  of  the  Delaware  township.  Stating  that  in  consideration  of 
certain  lots  in  this  township  to  Mr.  Ebenezer  Allen,  who  engages  to  build  a 
church  on  lot  2,  but  your  petitioners  having  had  an  offer  from  Mr.  Kilbourn  of 
a very  commodious  spot  on  lot  4,  prays  that  the  church  may  be  built  thereon. 

The  board  having  had  reference  to  the  assignment  to  Mr.  Allen  on  condition 
of  his  building  a church  for  the  Delaware  township  on  the  east  half  of  lot  2,  is 
of  opinion  that  the  building  a church  was  the  principal  object  of  that  condition 
no  objection  will  therefore  be  made  by  Government  to  Mr.  Allen  or  his  assigns 
building  the  church  on  lot  4 instead  of  lot  2 agreeable  to  the  wish  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  township,  provided  the  possessor  of  lot  4 gives  up  12  acres  for  the  site 
of  the  church  and  parsonage. 

Inhabitants  of  the  Delaware  township.  Stating  that  having  been  at  a very 
considerable  expence  in  erecting  mills  to  the  comfort  of  the  settlement,  and 
being  but  few  in  number,  pray  for  a further  time  to  build  their  church. 

The  President  and  Council  have  no  objection  to  the  time  for  building  the 
church  in  the  Delaware  township,  being  protracted  from  the  4th  of  October, 
1798,  to  the  4th  of  October,  1799.

The  President’s  order  to  the  petitioners  for  fifty  acres  each,  in 
consideration  of  their  situation  in  the  surveying  department,  confirmed. 

Hugh  Cameron.  Praying  for  lands.  Ordered  400  acres  under  the  new 
regulations,  but  no  warrant  of  survey  to  issue  before  they  shall  be  established. 

Charles  William  Gisso.  Praying  for  lands  as  a discharged  Ranger.  Ordered 
300  acres  in  Toby  Cock. 

James  Allen.  Praying  for  lands.  Petition  revised.  Ordered  1200  acres 
under  the  new  regulations  but  no  warrant  to  issue  before  they  shall  be  established.

A tract  be  laid  off 
at  the  same  time  contiguous  thereto  equal  to  two  sevenths  of  the  quantity  in  the 
said  tract,  one  of  which  is  to  be  reserved  forever  (agreeable  to  the  Act)  for  the 
support  of  a protestant  clergy  in  this  province.

Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Margaret  Honsinger.  Praying  for  lands  as  the  daughter  of  a U.E.  Loyalist. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 
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Huldah  Harrison.  Praying  for  lands  as  the  daughter  of  a U.E.  Loyalist. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Cutlip  Michael.  Praying  for  military  lands  as  a soldier  who  served  last 
American  war,  and  for  lands  for  his  wife  Elizabeth  as  the  daughter  of  a U.E. 
Loyalist.  To  stand  over  for  a certificate  of  discharge  as  to  the  petitioner’s 
claims  of  military  lands;  but  his  wife  is  recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E. 
Loyalist. 

Eleanor  Smith.  Praying  for  lands  as  the  daughter  of  a U.E.  Loyalist. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Jerusha  Spencer.  Praying  for  lands  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  Recommended 
for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

James  Palmerton.  Praying  for  lands  as  a soldier  having  served  as  a volunteer 
under  Captain  Brant  last  American  war.  Recommended  for  300  acres  as  a 
soldier,  if  not  granted  before. 

Samuel  Peek.  Praying  for  lands  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  Recommended  for 
200  acres,  if  not  granted  before. 

Cornelius  Peek.  Praying  for  lands  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  Recommended  for 
200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist,  if  not  granted  before. 

James  Peek,  Junior.  Praying  for  lands  as  the  son  of  a U.E.  Loyalist. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  The  proof  of  his  father-in-law’s 
having  been  a captain  is  insufficient. 

James  Peek,  Senior.  Praying  for  lands,  having  served  in  the  Guides  and 
Pioneers  during  the  late  American  war.  Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E. 
Loyalist  and  100  acres  under  the  new  regulations. 

Stephen  Roblin.  Praying  for  lands  in  addition,  having  been  in  the  block 
house  commanded  by  captain  when  General  Wayne  was  defeated,  and  in  which 
action  he  was  wounded.  Recommended  for  300  acres  in  addition  as  a block 
house  man  under  new  regulations. 

Fredericka  Myers.  Praying  for  lands  as  a U.E.  Loyalist’s  daughter. 
Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Truman  Knappen.  Praying  for  to  have  the  residue  of  200  acres  which  are 
due  his  late  father  given  to  himself  and  brother  David  the  only  two  surviving 
sons,  and  also  for  200  acres  each  to  himself  and  brother  as  the  sons  of  a U.E. 
Loyalist.  Recommended  for  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  Petitioner  and  his 
brother  recommended  for  200  acres  in  right  of  their  late  father  under  new 
regulations.  But  no  warrant  to  issue  for  the  latter  200  acres  until  a certificate 
is  filed  of  the  number  of  the  deceased’s  children. 

Daniel  Laughlin.  Praying  for  lands  as  a settler.  Recommended  for  200 
acres  under  the  new  regulations. 

Samuel  Heron.  Praying  for  a further  time  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
of  Yonge  Street,  having  purchased  lot  9,  east  side.  Recommended  that  petitioner 
be  allowed  till  the  1st  September  to  comply  with  the  Yonge  Street  conditions. 

Samuel  Street.  Praying  to  be  confirmed  in  several  transfers  for  lands  in 
this  province  which  he  holds  from  the  several  persons  as  here  below  named. 

On  examining  the  transfers,  it  appears  that  they  are  all  proper  objects  for 
the  determination  of  the  Council,  except  one,  Ostrander’s.

Recommended  for  a location  on  Yonge  Street  as  near  as  convenient  to  the  rest 
of  his  family.

Read  the  following  petitions: 

William  Fortune.  Read  the  petition  of  William  Fortune  dated  the  25th 
June,  1798,  stating  that  to  his  certain  knowledge  N.  H.  Tredwell  is  not  a true 
subject  to  His  Majesty  King  George,  and  that  he  the  said  Tredwell  is  not  a 
Christian,  denying  Christ  and  preferring  the  works  of  Tom  Paine  to  the  Holy 
Bible  and  that  it  would  in  consequence  cause  sore  displeasure  and  loss  to  the 
true  servants  of  the  Crown  now  residing  on  the  Grand  or  Ottawa  River  (whose 
feelings  are  exceedingly  hurt  by  his  ungodly  expressions  should  the  said  N.  H. 
Tredwell  possess  the  lands  Government  has  promised  under  certain  conditions 
and  therefore  praying  that  the  prior  application  for  those  lands,  made  by  His 
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Majesty’s  subjects  may  be  taken  into  the  consideration  of  the  board  and  have 
its  due  weight. 

Read  also  another  petition  of  the  said  Mr.  Fortune  dated  the  21st  June, 
1798  in  behalf  of  sundry  persons  who  pray  to  have  settlements  in  the  township 
of  Hawkesbury. 

Read  also  another  petition  from  Josiah  Cass  and  sundry  others  which  had 
been  read  in  Council  May  2nd,  1797,  praying  for  a settlement  in  township  no.  2 
now  called  the  west  part  of  Hawkesbury  on  the  south  side  of  the  Grand  or 
Ottaway  River,  beginning  in  the  3rd  concession  of  front  lot  5 and  extending 
westward,  again  beginning  in  the  4th  concession  of  front  lot  4 to  extend  westward 
and  in  the  5th  concession  covering  in  the  whole  2,850  acres,  which  the  Council 
consented  to  at  the  time,  whenever  the  allegations  set  forth  in  the  petition 
should  be  found  by  the  Deputy  Surveyor  of  the  district  to  be  as  therein  stated. 

Mr.  Fortune  being  called  before  the  board,  and  being  asked  what  knowledge 
he  had  of  Mr.  Tredwell’s  conduct  and  expressions  which  induced  him  to  enter- 
tain the  opinion  of  him  which  he  set  forth  in  his  petition,  declared  that  he  had 
himself  heard  Mr.  Tredwell  speak  very  much  in  favour  of  the  American  Govern- 
ment and  disrespectfully  of  the  British  Government,  and  endeavoured  to  turn 
the  Bible  into  ridicule,  in  short  that  from  what  he  himself  heard  him  say,  and 
was  told  by  others  in  whose  report  he  could  confide,  that  he  had  said  in  their 
presence  he  had  not  a doubt  but  he  was  inimical  to  the  British  constitution  and 
the  Christian  Religion  and  that  he  could  prove  it  whenever  called  upon. 

Read  a letter  from  the  Surveyor  General  dated  the  23rd  of  February,  1797, 
with  the  copy  of  a letter  from  Mr.  Tredwell  to  him  dated  the  28th  January,  1797, 
also  another  letter  from  Mr.  Tredwell  dated  7th  November,  1797.  On  the  Sur- 
veyor’s letter  is  endorsed  7th  March,  1797.  N.  Tredwell’s  title  to  interfere  with 
the  lands  in  this  province  must  be  ascertained  before  he  can  be  permitted  to 
make  surveys  or  run  lines  in  any  township  or  seignory.  Read  again  in  Council 
the  12th  of  February,  1798,  and  endorsed,  whenever  Mr.  Tredwell  produces  to 
this  board  such  a title  as  can  be  recognized  in  this  province,  the  board  will  not 
object  to  an  exchange  of  part  of  his  seignory  for  waste  lands  of  the  King  agreeable 
to  a plan  thereof  which  the  Surveyor  General  now  produced  in  council.  In  the 
meantime  an  appropriation  thereof  is  ordered. 

Mr.  Robinson,  attorney  for  Mr.  Tredwell,  appeared  before  the  board  and 
produced  a conveyance  from  Monsieur  Longuiel  to  Mr.  Tredwell  of  the  seignory 
De  Point  a Lorignac  drawn  up  in  English  according  to  the  manner  in  which 
conveyances  are  usually  made  under  the  British  laws,  specifying  the  boundaries 
of  the  said  seignory  to  be  according  to  the  plan  of  a survey  taken  by  a Monsieur 
Papineaux,  but  not  warranting  those  or  any  other  boundary  lines  whatsoever. 

On  examining  the  plan  which  has  been  produced  in  Council  on  the  7th 
February,  1798,  it  appeared  that  the  land  prayed  for  by  Cass  and  others  lies 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  land  in  Hawkesbury  requested  and  ordered 
afterwards  to  be  appropriated  to  Mr.  Tredwell. 

Mr.  Robinson  being  again  called  in  and  being  asked  whether  Madam 
Longuiel  had  resigned  her  dower,  he  answered  that  he  believed  not  because 
Mr.  Tredwell  informs  him  by  a letter  that  to  determine  this  question  he  examined 
the  marriage  contract  by  which  to  his  great  surprise  he  finds  that  all  Monsieur 
Longuiel’s  estate  real  and  personal  is  mortgaged  to  her  Mrs.  Longuiel  for  the 
security  of  her  dower  amounting  to  10,000  livres. 

Referred  the  further  consideration  to  Monday  when  all  the  members  are 
to  be  summoned  to  attend.

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Benjamin  Hardison.  Praying  to  have  lot  3,  1st  concession  in  the  township 
of  Bertie  confirmed  to  him,  having  bought  the  same  from  John  Warren,  Esq., 
of  Fort  Erie.  The  transfer  permitted. 

John  Eversie’s  petition  revised.  Ordered  200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist,  and 
100  acres  in  addition  to  complete  military  lands,  if  not  granted  before,  the  last 
under  the  new  regulations. 

Joseph  Morden.  Praying  for  lands  as  a U.E.  Loyalist.  Recommended  for 
200  acres  as  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Aaron  Greely.  Praying  to  be  remunerated  for  his  expences  in  the  surveying 
of  the  townships  of  Haldimand,  Hamilton  and  Piercy.  It  appearing  from  the 
Surveyor  General’s  report  that  the  surveys  in  Hamilton  made  by  Mr.  Azariah 
Root,  surveyor  will  save  Government  the  expence  of  £118  (the  sum  prayed  for). 
Ordered  that  one  hundred  and  eighteen  pounds  be  paid  to  Mr.  Aaron  Greely, 
the  deputy  of  Mr.  Marshall  Jones  one  of  the  original  nominees  of  the  township 
of  Hamilton,  in  full  of  all  claims  from  the  nominees  or  surveyors  of  the  said 
township,  for  surveys  made  therein  on  the  part  of  Government,  on  his  giving 
bond  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  warrant  Government  against  all  other  demands 
on  that  score,  and  ordered  that  the  Surveyor  General  do  charge  this  sum  in  his 
half  yearly  account  of  the  expences  of  his  department. 

Jacob  Farrand.  Jacob  Farrand,  clerk  of  the  peace  for  the  Eastern  district 
maketh  oath,  that  John  Valentine,  the  grantee  mentioned  in  a certain  deed  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  the  province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  dated  the  first  day  of 
September,  1797,  for  lots  15  and  west  half  of  14  in  the  1st  and  2nd  concession 
of  Williamsburg  in  the  said  district,  has  been  dead  for.  several  years  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  deed,  which  is  now  before  His  Majesty’s  Executive  Council  for  the 
said  province:  That  500  acres  of  the  land  specified  in  the  said  deed  was,  after 
the  death  of  the  said  John  Valentine,  with  the  consent  of  his  heirs  and  his  widow, 
sold  at  public  sale  for  the  paying  of  the  debts  and  the  settlement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  estate,  that  he  this  deponent  was  authorised  to  sell,  and  did  sell  the  same 
at  public  auction  and  that  it  was  purchased  by  the  late  Colonel  James  Gray  for 
and  on  account  of  the  said  widow,  Catherine  Valentine,  now  residing  in  Cornwall 
in  the  said  district,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  pounds  Halifax 
currency,  that  the  other  one  hundred  acres  of  land  mentioned  in  the  said  deed, 
being  the  west  half  of  lot  15  in  the  first  concession,  was  long  before  the  death  of 
the  said  John  Valentine,  bargained  for,  and  conditionally  transferred  by  him  to 
one  William  Franks  who  is  now  in  possession  of  the  land  and  improving  the  same.

The  deed  mentioned  in  this  petition  having  been  produced  to  the  board, 
and  it  appearing  that  John  Valentine  the  grantee  was  dead  before  the  date  of 
the  said  deed,  ordered  that  the  deed  be  cancelled,  which  being  done  accordingly 
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before  the  board,  ordered  that  another  deed  be  prepared  and  executed  conveying 
the  same  specifick  lots  and  other  parcels  of  lands  therein  mentioned  to  Mrs. 
Catherine  Valentine  widow  of  the  deceased. 

Abraham  Bonter.  Praying  that  lot  12  on  the  south  side  of  the  Carrying 
Place  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  of  Quinty  may  be  granted  to  his  wife  Catherine, 
she  being  the  daughter  of  a U.E.  Loyalist,  and  he  having  made  improvements 
thereon.  Wanting  further  proof  of  the  father  of  the  petitioner’s  wife  being  a 
U.E.  Loyalist. 

Maiy^  McDonell.  Praying  for  lands  being  the  daughter  of  a U.E.  Loyalist 
and  a captain  who  served  last  American  war.  Ordered  200  acres  as  the  daughter 
of  a U.E.  Loyalist,  if  not  granted  before,  and  400  acres  in  addition  under  the 
new  regulations. 

Peter  Smith.  (Omitted  26th  May,  1798.)  Praying  to  be  confirmed  in  1200 
acres  which  was  formerly  appropriated  to  him  in  the  township  of  Hope.  It 
appearing  to  the  board  the  1200  acres  had  been  appropriated  to  the  petitioner 
by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor’s  order  when  the  township  of  Hope 
was  first  surveyed,  ordered  that  1000  acres  be  granted  to  him  under  the  new 
regulations  and  200  acres  as  the  son  of  a U.E.  Loyalist. 

Alexander  McMillan,  a reduced  lieutenant.  Stating  that  he  memorialed 
His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  for  a quantity  of  lands  to  be 
located  to  him  in  lots  35  and  36  in  the  13th  and  14th  concessions  of  the  said 
township,  and  his  name  was  inserted  in  pencil,  on  the  plan  for  the  said  lots;  but 
owing  to  some  mistake  the  memorial  was  not  presented,  and  your  petitioner  not 
having  obtained  an  order  of  Council,  the  said  lots  have  since  been  filled  up  as 
reserves  for  the  Crown.  Wherefore  prays  your  Honour  will  be  pleased  to  order 
the  reserve  to  be  taken  off  the  above  mentioned  lots  and  his  name  to  be  inserted 
instead  thereof  and  for  to  allow  him  a further  grant  of  lands.  Ordered  that  the 
Crown  reserves  on  lots  35  in  the  13th  concession  and  36  in  the  14th  concession 
be  taken  off  and  those  lots  assigned  to  Lieutenant  McMillan  agreeable  to  the 
Surveyor  General’s  report  and  that  the  lands  ordered  to  the  petitioner  be  made 
up  2,000  acres  the  portion  of  a subaltern  officer  reduced.

The  President  having  read  to  the  board  the  proceedings  of  Council  on  the 
7th  instant,  respecting  the  exchange  solicited  by  Mr.  Tredwell,  proposed  the 
following  questions  to  the  board. 

Whether  the  conveyance  from  Monsieur  De  Longuiel  to  Mr.  Tredwell 
conveys  such  a title  as  this  board  can  recognise  for  the  purpose  of  accepting  any 
portion  of  lands  in  it  for  a like  portion  of  lands  of  the  Crown  in  Hawkesbury. 

Whether  Mr.  Tredwell’s  apparent  principles  are  deserving  of  any  favour 
from  Government. 

And  whether  Mr.  Cass  and  others  claiming  locations  in  Hawkesbury  under 
a conditional  order  of  Council  dated  2nd  May,  1797,  do  not  give  them  a preference 
to  any  subsequent  application  for  the  same  lands  from  Mr.  Tredwell.  And 
should  the  board  judge  proper  to  rescind  the  appropriation,  ordered  to  Mr. 
Tredwell  in  Hawkesbury  on  the  12th  of  February,  1798,  last  whether  they  may 
not  judge  it  proper  to  secure  any  settlers  whom  Mr.  Tredwell  may  in  consequence 
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have  placed  on  those  lands  in  their  actual  improvements  to  the  extent  of  200 
acres  each. 

The  President  having  withdrawn  the  board  took  these  questions  into 
consideration  and  came  to  the  following  resolutions: 

1st.  That  the  title  produced  by  Mr.  Tredwell  is  not  such  as  can  be  accepted 
by  this  Government  and  as  his  religious  and  political  principles  do  not  appear 
to  be  such  as  to  entitle  him  to  further  favour.  The  board  is  of  opinion  that  the 
appropriation  ordered  by  the  minute  of  Council  the  12th  of  February  last  ought 
to  be  thrown  open. 

2nd.  That  twelve  months  be  allowed  to  the  persons  whose  names  have 
been  returned  by  Mr.  Tredwell,  as  being  settled  by  him  on  the  tract  in  question 
to  come  forward  and  pray  in  their  own  persons  for  the  lands  for  which  they  are 
respectively  entered.

Praying  to  have  the  broken  front  granted  to  him  of  the 
lots  which  were  formerly  in  dispute  with  the  heirs  of  the  late  Captain  Lotteridge

In  obedience  to  your  Honour’s  commands  to  report  upon  16  claims  allowed 
before  the  land  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Lincoln,  I am  to  inform  your 
Honour  that  I do  not  find  any  descriptions  to  have  issued  for  the  lots  contained 
in  their  report  but  I take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  whether  in  order  to  make 
Mr.  Hamilton  safe  in  the  first  three  claims,  it  may  not  be  proper  for  your  Honour 
to  sanction  them  in  Council,  for  altho  the  whole  of  the  township  of  Ancaster 
is  generally  taken  as  part  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  yet  strictly  speaking  the 
lands  alluded  to  are  in  the  County  of  York,  all  which  is  however  submitted  to 
your  Honour’s  wisdom.

That  the  said  N.  Hillyer  is  since 
dead,  prays  that  the  said  lands  be  confirmed  to  him  (except  lots  31  and  32  in  the 
3rd  concession  of  Saltfleet  which  he  is  willing  to  relinquish  on  being  allowed  to 
locate  an  equal  quantity  elsewhere). 

The  prayer  of  the  petitioner  as  attorney  to  the  deceased  Nathaniel  Hillyer 
cannot  be  complied  with.  P.R. 

The  petitioner  to  qualify  himself  to  appear  before  this  board  in  the  present 
case  should  take  out  letters  of  administration  as  principal  creditor  of  the  deceased, 
and  afterwards  prove  the  debt  owing  to  him  and  that  it  exceeds  the  present  value 
of  the  land  the  deceased  was  entitled  to.
